Agnew assigned exffended White House role 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Seeking to 


put his White House in order. President 
Nixon has assigned Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew an expanded roie in the for- 
mulation of domestic policy, it was 
learned today. 


At ac hour-long meeting Tuesday. 


Nixon assigned Agnew to a new posit- 
ion as vice chairman of the Domestic 
Council at the White House. 


Although this will involve the vice 


president more deeply in policy 
deliberations on the domestic front, 
sources said he was in no way taking on 
the functions of John D. Ehrlichman, 
domestic policy assistant who resigned 
Monday. 


Part of Agnew's new duties, it was 


said, would involve liaison work with 


governors and local officials, putting 
him back in a field from which he was 
removed in Nixon's second-term reor- 
ganization. 


Agnew's new role came to light as 


former Secretary of the Treasury John 
B. Connally, a potential rival for the 1976 
GOP presidential nomination, arranged 
to hold a news conference in Houston to 
announce his switch from the 
Democratic to Republican party. 


A restructuring of the White House 


staff, made necessary by the resignat- 
ions of Ehrlichman and chief of staff 
H.R. Haldeman, was the subject of 
presidential discussions Tuesday with 
Agnew and at a 30-minute Cabinet 
meeting. 


"It's a meeting that has to be seen as 


important," a White House source said. 
"We can assume that the subject dealt 
with thefuture more than such things as 
Watergate." 


A participant in the Cabinet meeting 


said Kenneth R. Cole, executive director 
of the Domestic Council, will take over 
some of the duties handled by Ehrlich- 
man and eventually may replace him. 


It was also reported that Stephen B. 


Bull, assistant to the President, has 
taken on added duties in short-term 
scheduling and paper flow. It is not 
considered likely that he will replace 
Haldeman—but rather that the chief of 
staffs duties may be taken over in part 
by the Office of Management and Bud- 
get. 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman were seen 


leaving the White House Tuesday 
carrying stacks of documents, even as 
the FBI mounted a 'round-the-clock 
guard in offices containing Watergate- 
related files. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


the guard was posted "to physically 
protect the files to make sure that access 
and removal of any files were super- 
vised in accordance with very strict 
procedure." He said FBI agents checked 
everything removed by the two 
resigned aides. 


White House sources said that before 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman resigned, 
they inspected government files, 
seeking 
documentation 
for 
their 


claims of innocence. The search ap- 
parently resulted from news accounts 


that fired presidential Counsel John W. 
Dean III was prepared to give inves- 
tigators documents relating to an 
alleged White House coverup of Wat- 
ergate. 


Meanwhile, The New York Times 


today quoted sources as saying six 
former high-level figures are expected 
to be indicted in connection with the 
alleged coverup. 


The'Times identified the six as Hal- 


deman, Ehrlichman, Dean, former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, deputy Nixon 
campaign director Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, and Frederick C. LaRue, a 
special assistant to Mitchell when the 
latter was Nixon's campaign chief. 


It was disclosed in Los Angeles that 


Ehrlichman learned last year that Wat- 


ergate conspirators E. Howard Hur 
and G. Gordon Liddy broke into th 
office of Pentagon papers defendar 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 


Ehrlichman was interviewed by th 


FBI in his office last Friday. He sai 
Liddy and Hunt were assigned t 
investigate leaks of the Pentago 
papers and went to the West Coast t 
prepare a "psychiatric profile" relatin 
to Ellsberg. 


"He was not told that these tw 


individuals had broken into th 
premises of the psychiatrist for Ellsber, 
until after this incident had takei 
place," the FBI report said. "Such ac 
tivity was not authorized by him, he dii 
not know about this burglary until afte

Gunmen hold pupils captive 


PEORIA, 111. (AP) —"We didn't know 


if we were going to see the light of day 
again. Those were a mean bunch of 
devils!" 


That was how Paul McAvoy, 85, cus- 


todian at St. Cecilia Elementary school, 
said it felt being held captive with 44 
pupils and three other adults for almost 
two hours Tuesday by three gunmen in 
the school basement 
' ",c" 
Ojie, ofVthe-gunmen was killed by 


police. Theother two were captured and- 
are being held without bond in the 
bounty jail. The two have" not been 
charged. 


The three men burst into the school 


while fleeing from police investigating 
an armed robbery. 


Nearly two hours after the ordeal 


began, Melvin Burch, 25, of Peoria, who 
was trying to use fifth grader John Ardis 
as a shield, was shot to death by police 
outside the school. 


Eleven-year-old Ardis, the son of a 


Peoria alderman, said later that he 
volunteered to be the hostage. 


"The guy asked somebody to go out 


with him," he said. "Nobody else did so 
I thought I'd better go or he might get 
mad. 


"He took me out with a gun at my 


head," he said. "I heard a shot, saw him 
fall and just ran." 


Capt Sal Pisano, of the Peoria police, 


said as the two emerged from the school 
the boy broke away and Burch shot 
several times at police. Other reports 
indicated that Burch fired into the air. 


Burch was shot to death as more than 


5,000 persons looked on, Pisano said. 


McAvoy said he was "just getting 


ready to sweep up" when three armed 
men led the .school children and their 
teacher, Sister Anne Delores, to the 
basemenfcafeteria.

"I had just told my fifth graders to 


start doing their homework," said the 
nun. She was teaching an arithmetic 
class in a one-story frame building near 
the main school. 


"The place was as quiet as could be 


and all of a sudden the door flew open 
and a man with two guns came in and 
said, 'Get against the wall!'" she 
reported. 


The nun said he told them, "I have 


enough explosives here to blow up four 
blocks." Two other men carrying guns 
and sacks filed in after him, she said. 


The 24 pupils of the class left their 


books on their desks and with their 
teacher joined 20 other children who 
came in from the playground and filed 
into the school basement where they 
joined another teacher, a woman 
parishioner and McAvoy. 


"We all knelt down and started to 


pray," said Sister Anne Delores. "One of 


them—the one who was shot—told us to 
stop and to be quiet He said, 'Don't start 
any of that cute stuff,' and he started 
shouting and shooting out the win- 
dow." 


Pisano said the first squad car sent to 


the school was fired upon and requested 
help. Between 40 and 50 city, county, 
and state police and FBI agents even- 
tually- were called to.ihe scene, Pisano 
said. -J

"We didn't want no children to get 


hurt," Pisano said. "We gave in to every 
request they made." 


Those requests, he said, were to talk 


to a law officer and to get legal 
representation for the gunmen. Capt. 
Gail Owens went into the basement and 
was told to disrobe so the gunmen could 
search his clothes for hidden weapons. 


Owens failed to convince the men to 


give themselves up, and they asked for 
an attorney. 


"The guy that got shot did most of the 


shooting," McAvoy said. "He'd fire out 
the window and then empty his gun into 
the ceiling." 


After Burch was shot down but before 


the lawyer requested by the gunman 
arrived, a man who Pisano identified as 
Burch's brother, John, talked to the two 
remaining gunmen, and the hostages 
were freed one by one.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Lebanese 


troops and Palestinian guerrillas battled 
with machine guns and automatic 
weapons today in the streets around a 
refugee camp on the southwest side of 
Beirut. 


Thousands of rounds of small arms 


fire were exchanged and heavier 
explosions from grenades and mortar 
also jarred the area. There was no 
immediate report of casualties but 
Beirut radio broadcast appeals for blood 
donors "in view of the current condi- 
tions." 


The Defense Ministry broadcast a 


statement charging that guerrillas 
started the fighting as army troops set 
up roadblocks and other security 
measures around the Sabra-Shatila 
camp, near the airport.

Tighter controls likely 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon met today for 40 minutes with his 
top economic advisers and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew amid reports 
that some tightening of Phase 3 wage- 
price controls appears likely. 


Some administration officials hinted 


at stronger enforcement moves to halt 
galloping inflation. But Nixon advisers 
in recent days have ruled out any new 
wage-price freeze and rigid, mandatory 
controls. 


There was no indication what was 


discussed at today's session. Agnew was 
a surprise addition to the conferees. 
Others attending were Treasury Secret- 
ary George P. Shultz; Budget Director 
Roy Ash; Hebert Stein, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers; Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Arthur F. 
Burns; Dr. John T. Dunlop, director of 
the Cost of Living Council, and Kenneth 
Cole, director of the Domestic Council. 


The President called in his key 


economic advisers after being granted 
another year of wage-price control 
authority. 


Nixon also scheduled a session with 


the Labor-Management Advisory 
Committee, a panel of five labor and five 
business leaders named to advise him on 
wage-price controls. 


Although prices have been increasing 


in recent months, at the fastest rate in 22 
years, Nixon has resisted stepping in 
with strong new wage-price controls to 
combat the new burst of inflation. 


His advisers say that the kind of 


inflation the nation is experiencing 
cannot be affected by controls. 


Much of the general price rise has 


been caused by price boosts in food, 
energy, and internationally traded 
commodities affected by the dollar 
devaluation, and short supplies of some 
goods, his advisers have said. 


"Controls are not an appropriate way 


to deal with supply shortages," said 
William Walker, general counsel for the 
Cost of Living Council. "We cannot 
repeal the law of supply and demand." 


Walker and Edgar Fielder, assistant 


secretary of the Treasury for economic 
policy, said the nation is undergoing a 
price bulge that should, for the most 
part, be over by the middle of the year. 


Fielder said the raje of rise in food 


prices should level off during the final 
three months of the year. 


Ehrlichman's 'plumbing' 
crew members in jail 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Two of John 


D. Ehrlichman's White House 
"plumbers" are in jail, one has quit 
without explanation, and the fourth is 
now a sub-Cabinet officer who won't 
talk to newsmen. 


The "plumbers" were supposed to 


stop news leaks such as the Pentagon 
papers. 


Ehrlichman has admitteu to the FBI 


that at least two of the group were sent 
to spy out "emotional and moral 
problems" of Daniel Ellsberg, who had 
already admitted giving the secret 
Pentagon documents to newspapers. 


They are E. Howard Hunt and G. 


Gordon Liddy, later convicted for their 
part in the Watergate wiretapping and 
[burglary, and now alleged to have 
]broken into the office of Ellsberg's 


psychiatrist months before the Water- 
gate raid. 


The other two "plumbers" are less 


well-known. David Young resigned his 
staff position at the National Security 
Council two or three weeks ago, with no 
announcement or explanation from the 
White House. 


Egil "Bud" Krogh, 33, now holds a 


$42,500-a-year job as No. 2 man at the 
Transportation Department. He was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday after 
news of Ehrlichman's FBI interview. 


Little is known about Young. A 


newsman who once met him recalls a 
pleasant articulate fellow of about 30. 
No White House biography of him ex- 
ists. He declined to speak to another 
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guerrillas arrested Monday, were 
believed held in the camp. 


"As negotiations were under way to 


hand over the kidnaped soldiers, armed 
elements began shelling a number of 
military positions ... as well as a fire 
station," the ministry said. "The army 
was forced to reply in self-defense and 
to take up positions close to the area 
where it was attacked." 


By late afternoon Lebanese army 


tanks and armored cars had encircled 
the camp and were pouring in volley 
after volley of 75mm and 100mm cannon 
fire. 


A British informant said 200 school 


children were trapped by the fighting in 
the British Community School near the 
airport. 


"They are in an underground shelter, 


but they cannot get out," he said. 
"When the fighting broke out 
some guerrillas brought a group of 
Palestinian children to the school and 
asked that they be looked after. This 
might be some insurance for the safety 
of the rest of the school children, at least 
as far as the fedayeen are concerned." - 


Horses, apparently released from a 


nearby riding club in the heat of the 
battle, galloped through residential 
streets containing high rise apartments, 
United Nations offices and several Arab 
embassies. 


The Kuwaiti ambassador ran out of 


his front door and sped off in a limousine 
under heavy fire. 


Reporting from a vantage point near 


the camp, Associated Press correspon- 
dent Holger Jensen said mortar fire and 
the crunch of hand grenades could be 
heard. 


The guerrillas said they fired armor 


piercing weapons at army tanks and 
armored cars, which they said began, 
taking up positions early today around 
the camp. Authorities believe the two 
kidnaped soldiers are held there. 
; 


The fighting spread from the camp 


environs to other nearby areas. Drivers 
braked their cars desperately and 
turned away. Pedestrians dove for 
cover. 


Jensen said the firing broke out in one 


area and then shifted to another as the 
guerrillas made hit-and-run attacks on 
the troops. 


Thick clouds of smoke billowed over 


the camp. 


Several truckloads of armed troops in 


battle dress took up positions at the U.S. 
Embassy, strengthening an already 
heavy guard. An army command post 
was set up there. 


As news of the fighting spread, office 


workers left for home early or rushed to 
schools to pick up their children. 


The guerrillas said the two corporals 


had been kidnaped by the Maoist^ 
Popular Democratic Front, and they' 
had agreed to hand them over at noon." 
But the guerrillas said the fighting 
broke out just before that hour. 


Yasir Arafat, the head of Al Fatah and 


the chief guerrilla leader, told the army 
the soldiers would not be handed over,' 
until the troops lifted their siege of the 
refugee camp. Guerrilla sources said 
contact was broken after that, and the 
guerrilla leaders were unable to ctntact 
the army command or the presidential 
palace. 


A guerrilla source at the camp said the 


army had attacked the home of Abu 
Leila, a leader of the Maoist Popular 
Democratic Front, but he claimed the 
attack was repelled. 


Connally officially joins GOP 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - John B. 


Connally made his long-expected 
switch from the Democratic to the 
Republican party today but said, "I seek 
no office, political or appointive." 


The former secretary of the treasury 


— considered a strong potential can- 
didate for the GOP presidential can- 
didate in 1976 — said he has not dis- 
cussed any possible assignment in the 
Nixon administration. 


He said the Democratic party "has 


become more fragmented than at any 
time in my life. It has moved so far to 
the left that it has left many 
Americans." 
The longtime Democrat said the tim- 


ing of his announcement had nothing to 
do with the Watergate scandal. 


"There has been a great deal of 


speculation by the media and I frankly 
was getting tired of it and I believe the 


average American was getting tired of it 
too," he said. 


"It just happens to come in th,e midst 


of Watergate, but there is no reason for 
my acting or failing to act now." 


Asked if there had been any pressure 


from the White House or from others in 
the administration to make his move at 
this time, he responded: "There has 
been no pressure whatever —directly or 
indirectly — none whatsoever." 


The 56-year-old Connally called the 


Watergate affair "a sordid mess." 


"It was a silly, stupid, illegal act 


perpetrated by individuals and not by 
the Republican party. One should not 
condemn the Republican party because 
the individuals were Republicans." 


The former Texas governor and prot- 


ege of the late President Lyndon B. 
Johnson made known his decision to 
switch parties in a statement made 


available before the news conderence. 


"I believe that in our time, the 


Republican party best represents the 
broad views of most Americans, what- 
ever their formal political affiliations,"- 
Connally said in the statement. 


"I believe that it can best provide the 


strength and stability to unite our 
people to deal with effectively with our 
problems. I know that it best represents 
my personal convictions. 


"Accordinlgy, I am today announcing 


my decision to affiliate with the 
Republican party and make any con- 
tribution to help it meet the needs and 
aspirations of all Americans." 


The text of the speech was made

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The return of cattle rustling 


In the last few weeks of higher meat prices there probably 


were a lot of Americans who facetiously suggested old- 
fashioned cattle rustling as a temporary personal solution. Some 
people weren't fooling. 


Livestock thefts are considered in some rural areas to be the 


number one crime problem. Last year farmers in Iowa reported 
the loss of more than $3 million worth of livestock and in the first 
three months of this year the rate has doubled. The United 
States Attorney in Des Moines announced this month that 
Federal Bureau of Investigation agents were joining local 
authorities in a campaign against the interstate cattle thieves. 


In Texas, as might be expected, the statistics are even worse. 


Estimates put the.thefts this year 75 per cent higher than a year 
ago. The number is doubling in Alabama and $120,000 worth of 
animals has been listed as stolen in Florida. Kansas and 
Nebraska each were close to the $3 million mark and it's all 
going up this year. The rising prices are an added incentive to the 
rustlers. 


Ironically those fine farm-to-market roads that have been the 


pride of United States farm communities are a big help to the 
rustlers. The interstates help, too, and so does the practice of 
keeping animals in feeder pens on deserted farms. Thieves often 
can load a truck with beeves and sell them out of state within a 
few hours and often before they are missed. Markets don't 
require brands or much else in the way of identification of 
ownership. Cattle in many Western states still are branded and 
the brands are recorded and help in the recovery of some thefts. 
But it's obvious the rustlers are getting around the restrictions. 


Methods vary from highly organized and mechanized opera- 


tions to the casual. Well-financed rings have been known to use 
motorcycles to round up cattle and a system of big trucks, 
converted house trailers and even refrigerator trucks for 
transportation. One group even spotted range cattle by 
helicopter and radioed back information as to their location. 


The more common "dude thief operates by night and uses the 


same strategy as the deer shiners. The animal, attracted and 
blinded by a headlight, is shot, the prized hind quarters are 
disjointed and put in a sack and the rustler is gone. Obviously a 
lot of good beef is left to spoil. The thief may be a next door 
neighbor or a city factory worker. He bootlegs the meat to close 
friends or those who ask no questions and fills his own freezer 
with the rest. 


As portrayed OB the screen, cattle rustling became something 


of a glamorous occupation. In these days of huge farm opera- 
tions the impersonal syndicate often is considered fair game. It 
all contributes to the trend. 


No more 'retiring rooms1 


The anti-equal rights amendment people who warned that 


such a constitutional addition would mean no separate 
bathrooms for women and men should notice what has been 
going on in the Department of Labor without the constitutional 
amendment.

more than 10 women. A "retiring room" had to be established on 
the premises with beds or couches depending upon the overall 
number of women employed.

Cambodia expands political base 


The government more or less in control of the part of 


Cambodia not being run by the North Vietnamese or rebellious 
Khmer insurgents is going to try it the United States way. 


. Premier Lon Nol has finally scrapped his cabinet and put in 


positions of some authority critics of his regime but opponents 
of the Communists. 


As the Khmers drove forward and Cambodia survived only 


because of the massive United States bombing, American 
authorities kept after Lon Nol to expand the political base of his 
government, just as they tried for years to encourage the 
various regimes in Saigon to do the same thing. Now two men 
whom Lon Nol had banished from government affairs are back. 
It's probably too late. 


In Tam was chairman of the National Assembly until he ran 


against Lon Nol for the presidency last year. Sisowath Sirik 
Matak was Deputy Premier. Cheng Heng was chief of state. 
They've been under house arrest sometimes and definitely out of 
favor for months. Instead Lon Nol's younger brother, Lon Non, 
was pulling the strings while Lon Nol recuperated from a stroke. 


The three are back and are encouraging talks with the Khmer 


insurgents and discussing the latter's right to vote. Lon Non is 
going on a mission abroad. 


Yet merely expanding the political base may not be the 


answer to the problems of leadership that plague the govern- 
ments the United States keeps bolstering all through Indochina. 
There probably isn't much democracy in the Communist 
movements and a heavy hand is undoubtedly combined with 
appeals to the people. The trouble is that the United States went 
far out on a limb in support of these governments or in 
opposition to the Communist backed moves. Our support for 
many months has been to save face, to achieve "peace with 
honor" rather than bring the blessings of democracy to people 
who have had no experience with representative government. 


The new assistants to President Lon Nol explain they will seek 


talks with the insurgents and set up some kind of government 
which apparently would include members of all political parties. 
Maybe it will work and at least give the United States an excuse 
to stop the bombing raids. 


There's a pretty serious ethical matter here. Whatever horrors 


Communist occupation might bring with it, can our bombing of 
Cambodian villages now really be justified at all? 


Horseshoe nail? 


There is a young man from South Carolina whom some 


Republicans must wish had never been born. 


Fred Wills is a 25-year-old security guard who currently earns 


$85 a week. Last June he was routinely checking the doors of an 
apartment and office complex and noticed that a lock looked 
disturbed.

industry indifferent to assessment plan 


MADISON — The most intriguing of the 


major propositions-offered lately by Gov. Pa- 
trick Lucey for major reversals in policy in vital 
areas of public concern is his demand for the 
transfer of industrial real property tax valua- 
tion from the localities to the state Department 
of Revenue. 
It is one of the favorite objectives of his 


young department secretary, Edward Wiegner, 
who is perhaps the most innovative head of the 
state revenue collection machinery who has 
ever held that office. Wiegner unveiled his plan 
at budget hearings held by the governor last 
winter. He quite clearly expected that there 
would be substantial support for the idea of 
uniform state valuation procedures. 


Curiously, however, the business community 


remained silent. Lately, as if to prod the 
business managers into an awareness of where 
their interest lies, the Revenue Department has 
issued a press release claiming that a substan- 
tial number of industrial establishments are 
now being overtaxed as a result of the lack of 
skill or the cupidity of local government tax 
officers and that a transfer of the function to 
the state would mean significant savings to add 
to their profits and dividends. 


Beneficiaries stand mute 


But again the ostensible beneficiaries of such 


a change stand mute. The Wisconsin Manufac- 
turers Association, which maintains at 
Madison as attentive a lobby as exists, is wholly 
noncommittal.. 


The only plausible conclusion to be drawn 


from the silence is that a consensus has not 
been recorded. This is the equivalent of saying 
that there is not the kind of awareness of 
inaccuracies in assessment that the confident 
young men of the state tax administration 
claim exist. 


The bystander may readily concede the 


probability that there is some error when the 
part-time and perhaps indifferently trained 
assessor in a small town is called upon to record 
for tax purposes the value of a huge manufac- 
turing plant. But such hazards were cited by 
Wiegner and Lucey earlier in their espousal of a 
professionalized, fulltime assessment service 
supported on a county area basis. 


To ask for state assessment of one major 


category of tax valuation now must inevitably 
undermine the cause of professionalizing the 
whole of the property valuation service 
through county assessment services. 


The bystander must be curious about the 


reasons why industrial properties were chosen 
for state assessment. Why not commercial 
properties also? It is probably as risky for the 
owner of a big resort or a rural hotel to be at 
the mercy of an untrained and part-time, lowly 
paid rural assessor as it is for the manufacturer. 


Or is the idea of state responsibility for 


industrial valuations the precursor of a total 
state assessment program in the future? The 
question is relevant because Gov. Lucey men- 
tioned precisely such a goal in his first message 


to the legislature two years ago. although he 
has not broached it since. 
In the absence of testimony from the sup- 


posed beneficiaries, it is also reasonable to 
suppose that business managers are reluctant 
to accept the implicit promise of tax relief from 
an administration which reached power in part 
because of a complaint about alleged state tax 
favoritism toward industry. 


Not an exact science 


Nobody pretends that property valuation, 


even in the less complex areas of residential and 
agricultural properties, is an exact science. 
Technicians of advanced training may well 
differ about correct valuations on more 
complex properties such as foundries, paper 
mills, or milk processing establishments. 


But it appears that the proprietors of these 


and others feel more comfortable under the 
jurisdiction of local officers and their neigh- 
bors, than under the faceless bureaucracy of 
distant Madison, even at the price of a surtax. 


Long ago a friend who was the legislative 


agent for one of the major industries of this 
state explained that his company was quite 
aware that the local assessor had put a com- 
paratively high value upon its premises. But the 
corporation was more concerned than most 
individuals about the reliability and availability 
of basic protective services. It thus cheerfully 
paid what it regarded as an additional levy for 
the assurance of good government.

Screaming has no 
place in persuasion 


Thomas Aquinas, who knew more 


about education and persuasion than 
almost anybody who ever lived, once 
said that when you want to convert 
someone to your view, you go over to 
where he is standing, take him by the 
hand (mentally speaking), and guide 
him to where you want to go. 


You don't stand across the room and 


shout at him. You don't call him a 
dummy. You don't order him to come 
over to where you are. You start where 
he is, and work from that position. 
That's the only way to get him to 
budge. 


We have lost sight of this elementary 


psychological fact. The world is full of 
passionate advocates, screaming their 
own prejudices, and excoriating their 
opponents. This does three things: (a) it 
makes the people who agree with you 
feel better, (b) it makes the people who 
disagree with you stiffen their resis- 
tance, and (c) it makes the people on 
the fence uneasy and skeptical that you 
are speaking the whole truth. 


I have never known a single pas- 


sionate and partisan argument to win 
over a person who disagreed with it, or 
even to persuade a person who was 
neutral on the subject. The chief reason 
being that all passionate and partisan 
arguments overstate their case and 
understate their opponents' case. 


When you think that someone is 


wrong, and you disagree with him, the 
first task is to determine in what way he 
is right This is not as paradoxical as it 
sounds: no view can be entirely wrong, 
and everybody has a little piece of truth 
by the tail. This is the piece we start 
with, we work from there, and concede 
as much as we honestly can. 


Lord Acton said that we have no 


right to oppose a position until we can 
state that position in a way that fully 


satisfies those who hold it; until, in- 
deed, we can make out a better case for 
it than the proponent himself can. 
(Most of us, of course, distort or lam- 
poon the opposite position, and then 
proceed to demolish this straw man.) 


And all this is much more than an 


academic exercise. The arts of ar- 
gument and persuasion are so little 
known and practiced that disputants 
have no recourse to anything but 
violence. If people can't agree on how 
to disagree, there is no hope of recon- 
ciliation or compromise. And the art of 
argument is learning how to disagree, 
productively. 


We begin to fight when words fail us. 


And words fail us when we use the 
wrong ones to the wrong people for the 
wrong reasons. It is far easier to be 
passionate in defense of what one 
believes than to comprehend why 
somebody else believes something 
different. But, ultimately, only this 
comprehension 
(which 
is 
not 


agreement) can replace violence with 
dialog instead of the deafening 
monologs that lead to war.

Chapin, who also came from J. Walter 
Thompson. He left the White House 
three months ago because of his invol- 
vement with political saboteur (and 
fellow University of Southern Califor- 
nia classmate) Donald Segretti. But 
while Chapin was still around, back in 
1971, he told Look magazine that ad- 
men had unique qualifications to help 
run the country and lauded Bob 
Haldeman: "It's easy to knock an ad- 
man," Chapin said, "But a good adver- 
tising man is a good marketing man, 
and he knows what's going on." 


Under H. R. Haldeman, the White 


House became a political ad agency, 
and as a longtime Republican (and 1968 
Nixon aide), I find this obnoxious.

*New York Times. 


Hot on the heels of the President's 


announcement that the Watergate 
monster had broken through the J. 
Walter Thompson curtain, Safire 
cheered his audience with the insight 
that the "world's leading comeback 
expert" was now positioned "on the 
right side" of the Watergate investiga- 
tion. 


How Safire operates 


As flacks go, Safire is one of the best. 


According to a hilarious article in 
Newsday, in Nov amber, 1970 prior to 
joining the White House staff, Safire 
masterminded a big PR campaign for 
Ex-Lax, the chocolate-covered laxa- 
tive. The Long Island newspaper put it 
this way: 


"Ex-Lax, as Safire discovered, had a 


large potential market among Negroes 
and Puerto Ricans. And how to exploit 
this? 'Soul seminars' at ghetto high 
schools, complete with rock-and-roll 
bands. The point of the Ex-Lax soul 
seminars was to encourage black 
youngsters to get into nursing as a 
career. Then, Safire reasoned, the fu- 
ture nurses would remember their debt 
to Ex-Lax and recommend it to their 
patients and friends." To plug a motor 
oil account, Safire developed an all-girl 
racing team that drove at Sebring. And 
so forth. 


One of Safire's first big political jobs 


came in 1958 when he and his then boss,1 


New York PR man Tex McCrary, went 
to Washington to help White House 
Chief of Staff Sherman Adams explain 
away his gifts from industrialist Ber- 
nard Goldfine. It didn't work — shades 
of the Watergate — and Adams had to 
resign. 


How Safire came to the New York 


Times is amusing and informative. 
Publisher Punch Sulzberger says he 
was hired as a "conservative spokes- 
man," but New York 
Magazine 


describes Safire as "about as far left as 
the White House staff goes." The New 
York Times does not want a genuine 
conservative, of course; it wants a 
White House PR man to serve as half a 
fig leaf. * > 


With any luck, the Nixon admen will 


be leaving Washington sqjthat the 
•bus'inesl^of serious government andv 
politics can recommence, and it is 
something of a joke and irony that the 
New York Times, of all places, may be 
their last redoubt.

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Agnew assigned e 
White House role 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ Seeking to 


put his White House in order, President 
Nixon has assigned Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew an expanded role in the for- 
mulation of domestic policy, it was 
learned today. 


At an hour-long meeting Tuesday, 


Nixon assigned Agnew to a new posit- 
ion as vice chairman of the Domestic 
Council at the White House. 


Although this will involve the vice 


president more deeply in policy 
deliberations on the domestic front, 
sources said he was in no way taking on 
the functions of John D. Ehrlichman, 
domestic policy assistant who resigned 
Monday. 


Part of Agnew's new duties, it was 


said, would involve liaison work with 


governors and local officials, putting 
him back in a field from which he was 
removed in Nixon's second-term reor- 
ganization. 


Agnew's new role came to light as 


former Secretary of the Treasury John 
B. Connally, a potential rival for the 1976 
GOP presidential nomination, arranged 
to hold a news conference in Houston to 
announce his switch from the 
Democratic to Republican party. 


A restructuring of the White House 


staff, made necessary by the resignat- 
ions of Ehrlichman and chief of staff 
H.R. Haldeman, was the subject of 
presidential discussions Tuesday with 
Agnew and at a 30-minute Cabinet 
meeting. 


"It's a meeting that has to be seen as 


important," a White House source said. 
"We can assume that the subject dealt 
with the future more than such things as 
Watergate." 


A participant in the Cabinet meeting 


said Kenneth R. Cole, executive director 
of the Domestic Council, will take over 
some of the duties handled by Ehrlich- 
man and eventually may replace him. 


It was also reported that Stephen B. 


Bull, assistant to the President, has 
taken on added duties in short-term 
scheduling and paper flow. It is not 
considered likely that he will replace 
Haldeman—but rather that the chief of 
staffs duties may be taken over in part 
by the Office of Management and Bud- 
get. 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman were seen 


leaving the White House Tuesday 
carrying stacks of documents, even as 
the FBI mounted a "round-the-clock 
guard in offices containing Watergate- 
related files. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


the guard was posted "to physically 
protect the files to make sure that access 
and removal of any files were super- 
vised in accordance with very strict 
procedure." He said FBI agents checked 
everything removed by the two 
resigned aides. 


White House sources said that before 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman resigned, 
they inspected government files, 
seeking 
documentation 
for 
their 


claims of innocence. The search ap- 
parently resulted from news accounts 


that fired presidential Counsel John W. 
Dean III was prepared to give inves- 
tigators documents relating to an 
alleged White House coverup of Wat- 
ergate. 


Meanwhile. The New York Times 


today quoted sources as saying six 
former high-level figures are expected 
to be indicted in connection with the 
alleged coverup. 


The Times identified the six as Hal- 


deman, Ehrlichman, Dean, former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, deputy Nixon 
campaign director Jeb Stuart 
Magruder. and Frederick C. LaRue, a 
special assistant to Mitchell when the 
latter was Nixon's campaign chief. 


It was disclosed in Los Angeles that 


Ehrlichman learned last year that Wat- 


ergate conspirators E. Howard Hunt 
and G. Gordon Liddy broke into the 
office of Pentagon papers defendant 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 


Ehrlichman was interviewed by the 


FBI in his office last Friday. He said 
Liddy and Hunt were assigned to 
investigate leaks of the Pentagon 
papers and went to the West Coast to 
prepare a "psychiatric profile" relating 
to Ellsberg.

"He was not told that these two 


individuals had broken into the 
premises of the psychiatrist for Ellsberg 
until after this incident had taken 
place," the FBI report said.

Gunmen hold pupils captive 


PEORIA, 111. (AP) —"We didn't know 


if we were going to see the light of day 
again. Those were a mean bunch of 
devils!" 


That was how Paul McAvoy, 85, cus- 


todian at St. Cecilia Elementary school, 
said it felt being held captive with 44 
pupils and three other adults for almost 
two hours Tuesday by three gunmen in 
the school basement 


One of the gunmen was killed by 


police. The other two were captured and 
are being held without bond in the 
county jail. The two have not been 
charged. 


The three men burst into the school 


while fleeing from police investigating 
an armed robbery. 


Nearly two hours after the ordeal 


began, Melvin Burch, 25, of Peoria, who 
was trying to use fifth grader John Ardis 
as a shield, was shot to death by police 
outside the school. 


Eleven-year-old Ardis, the son of a 


Peoria alderman, said later that he 
volunteered to be the hostage. 


"The guy asked somebody to go out 


with him," he said. "Nobody else did so 
I thought I'd better go or he might get 
mad. 


"He took me out with a gun at my 


head," he said. "I heard a shot, saw him 
fall and just ran." 


Capt. Sal Pisano, of the Peoria police, 


v 


said as the two emerged from the school 
the boy broke away and Burch shot 
several times at police. Other reports 
indicated that Burch fired into the air. 


Burch was shot to death as more than 


5,000 persons looked on, Pisano said. 


McAvoy said he was "just getting 


ready to sweep up" when three armed 
men led the school children and their 
teacher, Sister Anne Delores, to the 
basement cafeteria. 
"- "I had just told my fifth graders to" 
start doing their homework," said the 
nun. She was teaching an arithmetic 
class in a one-story frame building near 
the main school. 


"The place was as quiet as could be 


and all of a sudden the door flew open 
and a man with two guns came in and 
said, 'Get against the wall!'" she 
reported. 


The nun said he told them, "I have 


enough explosives here to blow up four 
blocks." Two other men carrying guns 
and sacks filed in after him, she said. 


The 24 pupils of the class left their 


books on their desks and with their 
teacher joined 20 other children who 
came in from the playground and filed 
into the school basement where they 
joined another teacher, a woman 
parishioner and McAvoy. 


"We all knelt down and started to 


pray," said Sister Anne Delores. "One of 


them—the one who was shot—told us to 
stop and to be quiet He said, 'Don't start 
any of that cute stuff,' and he started 
shouting and shooting out the win- 
dow." 


Pisano said the first squad car sent to 


the school was fired upon and requested 
help. Between 40 and 50 city, county, 
and state police and FBI agents even- 


, tually were called to the scene, Pisano 
said. 


"We didn't want no children to get 


hurt," Pisano said. "We gave in to every 
request they made." 


Those requests, he said, were to talk 


to a law officer and to get legal 
representation for the gunmen. Capt. 
Gail Owens went into the basement and 
was told to disrobe so the gunmen could 
search his clothes for hidden weapons. 


Owens failed to convince the men to 


give themselves up, and they asked for 
an attorney. 


"The guy that got shot did most of the 


shooting," McAvoy said. "He'd fire out 
the window and then empty his gun into 
the ceiling." 


After Burch was shot down but before 


the lawyer requested by the gunman 
arrived, a man who Pisano identified as 
Burch's brother, John, talked to the two 
remaining gunmen, and the hostages 
were freed one by one.

Tighter controls likely 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon met today for40 minutes with his 
top economic advisers and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew amid reports 
that some tightening of Phase 3 wage- 
price controls appears likely. 


Some administration officials hinted 


at stronger enforcement moves to halt 
galloping inflation. But Nixon advisers 
in recent days have ruled out any new 
wage-price freeze and rigid, mandatory 
controls. 


There was no indication what was 


discussed at today's session. Agnew was 
a surprise addition to the conferees. 
Others attending were Treasury Secret- 
ary George P. Shultz; Budget Director 
Roy Ash; Hebert Stein, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers; Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Arthur F. 
Burns; Dr. John T. Dunlop, director of 
the Cost of Living Council, and Kenneth 
Cole, director of the Domestic Council. 


The President called in his key 


economic advisers after being granted 
another year of wage-price control 
authority. 


Nixon also scheduled a session with 


the Labor-Management Advisory 
Committee, a panel of five labor and five 
business leaders named to advise him on 
wage-price controls. 


Although prices have been increasing 


in recent months, at the fastest rate in 22 
years, Nixon has resisted stepping in 
with strong new wage-price controls to 
combat the new burst of inflation. 


His advisers say that the kind of 


inflation the nation is experiencing 
cannot be affected by controls. 


Much of the general price rise has 


been caused by price boosts in food, 
energy, and internationally traded 
commodities affected by the dollar 
devaluation, and short supplies of some 
goods, his advisers have said. 


"Controls are not an appropriate way 


to deal with supply shortages," said 
William Walker, general counsel for the 
Cost of Living Council. "We cannot 
repeal the law of supply and demand." 


Walker and Edgar Fielder, assistant 


secretary of the Treasury for economic 
policy, said the nation is undergoing a 
price bulge that should, for the most 
part, be over by the middle of the year. 


Fielder said the rate of rise in food 


prices should level off during the final 
three months of the year. 


Ehrlichman's 'plumbing' 
crew members in jail 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Two of John 


D. Ehrlichman's White House 
"plumbers" are in jail, one has quit 
without explanation, and the fourth is 
now a sub-Cabinet officer who won't 
talk to newsmen. 


The "plumbers" were supposed to 


stop news leaks such as the Pentagon 
papers. 


Ehrlichman has admitted to the FBI 


that at least two of the group were sent 
to spy out "emotional and moral 
problems" of Daniel Ellsberg, who had 
already admitted giving the secret 
Pentagon documents to newspapers. 


They are E. Howard Hunt and G. 


Gordon Liddy, later convicted for their 
part in the Watergate wiretapping and 
burglary, and now alleged to have 
broken into the office of Ellsberg's

psychiatrist months before the Water- 
gate raid. 


The other two "plumbers" are less 


well-known. David Young resigned his 
staff position at the National Security 
Council two or three weeks ago, with no 
announcement or explanation from the 
White House. 


Egil "Bud" Krogh, 33. now holds a 


$42,500-a-year job as No. 2 man at the 
Transportation Department. He was 
unavailable for comment Tuesday after 
news of Ehrlichman's FBI interview. 


Little is known about Young. A 


newsman who once met him recalls a 
pleasant, articulate fellow of about 30. 
No White House biography of him ex- 
ists. He declined to speak to another 
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guerrillas arrested Monday, were 
beheved held in the camp. 


"As negotiations were under way to 


hand over the kidnaped soldiers, armed 
elements began shelling a number of 
military positions ... as well as a fire 
station," the ministry said.

The Kuwaiti ambassador ran out of 


his front door and sped off in a limousine 
under heavy fire. 


Reporting from a vantage point near 


the camp, Associated Press correspon- 
dent Holger Jensen said mortar fire and 
the crunch of hand grenades could be 
heard. 


The guerrillas said they fired armor 


piercing weapons at army tanks and 
armored cars, which they said began 
taking up positions early today around 
the camp. Authorities believe the two 
kidnaped soldiers are held th,ere. 


The fighting spread from the camp 


environs to other nearby areas. Drivers 
braked their cars desperately and 
turned away. Pedestrians dove for 
cover. 


Jensen said the firing broke out in one 


area and then shifted to another as the 
guerrillas made hit-and-run attacks on 
the troops. 


Thick clouds of smoke billowed over 


the camp. 
. Several truckloads of armed troops in 
battle dress took up positions at the U.S. 
Embassy, strengthening an already 
heavy guard. An army command post 
was set up there. 


As news of the fighting spread, office 


workers left for home early or rushed to 
schools to pick up their children. 


The guerrillas said the two corporals 


had been kidnaped by the Maoist 
Popular Democratic Front, and they 
had agreed to hand them over at noon. 
But the guerrillas said the fighting 
broke out just before that hour. 


Yasir Arafat, the head of Al Fatah and 


the chief guerrilla leader, told the army 
the soldiers would not be handed over 
until the troops lifted their siege of the 
refugee camp. Guerrilla sources said 
contact was broken after that, and the 
guerrilla leaders were unable to ctntact 
the army command or the presidential 
palace. 


A guerrilla source at the camp said the 


army had attacked the home of Abu 
Leila, a leader of the Maoist Popular 
Democratic Front, but he claimed the 
attack was repelled. 


Connally officially joins GOP 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - John B. 


Connally, President Nixon's former 
secretary of the treasury, announced 
today he is switching from the 
Democratic to the Republican party. 


A prepared text to be read at a news 


conference scheduled for noon EDT 
made no specific reference, however, to 
Connally's own political plans for the 
future. 


There has been recent speculation'tlie* 


firmer Texas governor and protege of 
the late President Lyndon B. Johnson 
has given serious thought to making a 
bid for the Republican presidential 
nomination in 1976. 


"I believe that in our time, the 


Republican party best represents the 
broad views of most Americans, what- 
ever their formal political affiliations," 
Connally said in the statement. 


f "I believe that it can best provide'the 


strength and stability to unite our 
people to deal with effectively with our 
problems. I know that it best represents 
my personal convictions. 


"Accordmlgy, 1 am today announcing 


my decision to affiliate with the 
Republican party and make any con- 
tribution to help it meet the needs and 
aspirations of all Americans." 


The text of the speech was made

conference. Connally had called friends 
and associated earlier in Washington 
inform them of the switch. 


There has been speculation that 


Nixon might ask Connally to return to 
the administration, to help in a White 
House staff overhaul forced by the 
Watergate affair.

Connally served as chairman of

hired Liddy and Hunt He met Liddy at 
the Treasury Department while the two 
were involved in antidrug efforts. 


Hunt had been recommended by 


presidential counselor Charles W. Col- 
son. Liddy was paid from Ehrlichman's 
payroll, Hunt received per diem com- 
pensation as a consultant. 


Krogh said he exercised general 


supervision of the "plumbers," but 
didn't have day-to-day control. 


"It was frequently I would discuss 


with Mr. Young the various things that 
they were doing but it was not a day- 
to-day business and my involvement 
ended for all practical purposes in Oc- 
tober of 1971," he said. That date is a full 
month after Liddy and Hunt allegedly 
broke into the office of Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist looking for Ellsberg's con- 
fidential medical files.

about wiretap information that news 
accounts had said was forwarded to the 
"plumbers" group from the FBI. 


Although Krogh said he wasn't in- 


volved with the "plumbers" very much 
after October 1971, the group continued 
to function for some time after that.

Ziegler said the Room 16 telephone 
wasn't taken out until March 15, 1972,

To a question about another Post 


account that appeared Oct. 16, Ziegler 
said "I will not dignify with comment 
stories based on hearsay, character 
assassination, innuendo, guilt by as- 
sociation." 


Harry Rosenfeld, the man in charge of 


Bernstein's and Woodward's work, said 
"I will dignify with comment Mr. 
Ziegler's apology; it's entirely welcome. 


"I think this late-in-the-day tribute to 


a free press ought to encourage all of the 
press to continue to play the watchdog 
role that our founding fathers probably 
had in mind for us," said Rosenfeld, the 
paper's metropolitan editor. 


Ziegler said his apology did not mean 


he was judging individuals named in 
stories published by the newspaper.

Trooper slain, suspect 
wanted in earlier killing 


EAST BRUNSWICK, N.J. (AP) - A 


woman identified as a member of the 
Black Liberation Army wanted in con- 
nection with the killing last year of two 
New York City patrolmen was wounded 
today in a shooting incident that left a 
state trooper and another man dead, 
police said. 


Police said the shootings apparently 


occurred in the early morning hours on 
the New Jersey Turnpike after a car was 
stopped for a minor traffic violation. 


The body of Trooper Werner Foer- 


ster, 35, of Old Bridge, N.J., was found a 
few hundred yards south of the Turn- 
pike Administration building here, 
police said. He was pronounced dead of 
multiple gunshot wounds at Middlesex 
General Hospital. 


Police said the car contained two men 


and a woman. One of the men — not 
immediately identified — was found 
fatally shot and the woman wounded 
when the car was located several miles 
way from where Foerster's body was 
ciscovered, police said. 


The man traveling with the pair es- 


caped. 


The women was identified as Joanne 


Deborah Chesimard, 25. She was taken 
to Middlesex General Hospital, where 
she was in serious condition with 
gunshot wounds over her upper body, 
police said. 


She was recently named by former 


New York City Police Commissioner 
Patrick Murphy as one of six persons 
being sought for questioning in a series 
of attacks on policemen believed to 
have been carried out by members of the 
black militant organization. 


The two policemen who were killed 


were Gregory Foster and Rocco Laurie, 
shot on New York's Lower East Side in 
January 1972. 


A State Police spokesman gave this 


account: 


Trooper John Harper, 29, Freehold, 


N.J., radioed that he had stopped a 
southbound car with Vermont license 
plates for a traffic offense. Two men and 
a woman were in the vehicle. 


Foerster answered Harper's routine 


request for a back-up car. 


Before Foerster arrived, Harper 


approached the car and was shot in the 
shoulder. He walked to the administrat- 
ion building and was driven to a nearby 
hospital. 


Later, other officers found Foerster's 


body. 


The car was found five miles to the 


south. The woman and one of the men 
were still in it and both had been shot. 
The man was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 


The spokesman said the other man 


was not located immediately and local 
and state police began a search for him 
in the Middlesex County farm country. 


Foerster, who joined the State Police 


in July 1970, is survived by this widow, 
Rosa, and one son, Eric, 3. 
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Agents suspended afte 
erroneous raid in Illinoi 


. WASHINGTON (AP) - An Illinois 
man rousted from bed by narcotics 
agents raiding the wrong house says 
suspension of the agents is like giving 
them a vacation because "they're still 
being paid." 


"They've got to put a stop to this and 


not let it happen to other oeople." said 
Herbert Giglotto of Collinsville, 111., 
after he was told of the suspension on 
Tuesday of four federal narcotics 
agents. 


The agents, aided by 11 others from 


local police, last week mistakenly raided 
the Giglotto home and that of Mr. and 
Mrs. Donald Askew. Giglotto and his 
wife said they were subjected to 
physical and verbal abuse and had 
•property damaged. 


The Askews have filed a $100,000 


damage suit. 


Suspension of the federal agents was 


announced by Myles J. Ambrose, the 
nation's chief drug law enforcer, who 
said he also was seeking a grand jury 
investigation. The four agents were not 
named.

Some of 
them waited until they were tossed out 
of office to make their final official 
visits. 


Among those who traveled after

Calif., and John S. Monagan, D-Conn. 


The highest tab reported was $112,431 


by the Appropriations Committee, 
which sent 18 members on various 
excursions.

Foreign Affairs Committee for 18 
members was $102,700. 


Other large spenders were Arm'ed 


Services, $55,700; Banking and 
Currency, $46,800. 


The House delegation to the inter-

siderably less than 'the record of

matter as more serious than the Teapot 
Dome scandal under the Harding ad- 
ministration. 


He has repeatedly called on the

prosecutor to investigate the Watergate 
affair and Tuesday won a Senate 
resolution calling for such an appoint- 
ment.

Woman ordered to Germany 
for Nazi murders trial 


NEW YORK (AP) — A federal judge 


has ordered that Hermine Braunsteiner 
Ryan be extradited to West Germany to 
face murder charges stemming from her 
role as a Nazi SS guard at a World War 
II concentration camp. 


Judge Jacob Mishler of Brooklyn, 


granting for the first time extradition of 
a United States resident for alleged war 
crimes, said Tuesday there was 
"probable cause" that the 53-year-old 
housewife had committed acts charged 
by a German court. 


Following Mishler's ruling, U.S. Atty. 


Robert A. Morse disclosed that he and 
other authorities were investigating 
reports that at least 50 persons might be 
"in a situation similar to that of Mrs. 
Ryan." 


Judge Mishler stayed Mrs. Ryan's 


extradition until Friday to allow her 
attorneys time to appeal. 


The West German Foreign Ministry, 


in a 30-page document presented to the 
court last month, had charged that Mrs. 
Ryan, now married to a U.S. construc- 
tion worker, helped send more than 
1,700 victims to the gas chambers. 


Mishler in his ruling cited eyewitness 


depositions by former prisoners at the 
Lublin death camp in Poland. 


"These former inmates say that Mrs. 


Ryan actively assisted in the macabre 
'selections' that consigned women, 
children, elderly and others to the gas 
chambers," he said. 


The judge also took note of deposit- 


ions alleging "a brutal, unprovoked 
assault on a female inmate who died the 
next day" and the hanging of a young 
Jewish girl who had tried to avoid death 
by claiming Polish parentage. 


The judge rejected Mrs. Ryan's con- 


tention of "double jeopardy," ruling 
that the murder charges against her 
were unrelated to other war crimes for 
which she had served three years in 
prison after being convicted by an 
Austrian court in 1949. 


Mrs. Ryan, who came to the United 


States from Canada in 1957, has been 
jailed since the German extradition 
request interrupted deportation hear- 
ings begun by the federal government 
last year. 


Mrs. Ryan, has contended that as a 


guard she never did more than "my job 
and everything I was supposed to."

Volunteer military expected to 
fall short of enlistment goal 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The General 


Accounting Office estimates the new 
all-volunteer military will fall short of 
manpower goals unless it hires more 
civilians, recruits more women and 
lowers its intelligence standards. 


A GAO report says the military next 


year could fall 11,000 to 83,000 short of 
its 
goal 
of 
345,000 
new 


recruits—primarily for the Army and 
Marines—under present mental-ability 
levels and high school graduate quotas. 


The GAO analysis, based on GI 


volunteer trends in past years, was 
prepared for delivery today to the House 
military-manpower subcommittee. 


It said the military could compete 


with the civilian labor force for 433,000 
to 580,000 women a year, but only plans 
to recruit 36,700 women a year by 1977. 


"It is apparent," the GAO report said, 


"that much greater potential exists to 
use women in uniform." 


The report also said the Pentagon has 


decided to turn some 35.000 military 
jobs over to civilians next year instead 
of 70,000. 


"Here again," the report said, "sig- 


nificant additional potential exists." 


The GAO also suggested the military 


could attract into uniform civilians with 
especially needed military skills by 
signing them up at higher rank rather 
than enlisting them as recruits. 


The report predicted the Army and 


Marines, with their present high school 
and intelligence standards, would have 
the greatest trouble in getting enough 
recruits for the new all-volunteer milit- 
ary. The Navy will have some trouble 
and the Air Force will have none, the 
report said. 


The GAO investigators agreed that 


lowering the quality standards would 
aggravate the military's problem of 
attracting men for its skilled as well as 
unskilled jobs. 


But, without making any recom- 


mendation, the GAO said the quotas 
have been hard to fill in the past and 
have not been rigidly followed. 


GAO estimated the Army would fall 


short by 1,000 to 26,000 recruits under its 
goal that 60 per cent of its volunteers 
score in the upper half of the standard 
military mental test. It estimated the 
Army would fall short up to another 
58,000 recruits under its goal that 80 per 
cent be high school graduates. 


The Marines would fall short 10,000 to 


16,000 recruits under its goal of 90 per 
cent scoring in the upper two-thirds on 
the mental test, the GAO estimated. It 
said the Marine goal of 65 per cent high 
school graduates could add up to 20,000 
to the shortage. 


The Navy's same 90 per cent mental 


ability quota could make its shortage up 
to 9,000 recruits next year, the GAO 
said, adding that the Navy goal of 80 per 


cent high school graduates could add*up 
to another 5,000. 


The report said the Army and Navy 


filled their high school graduate goals 
with volunteers only once since 
January 1970. And it said the Marines 
never did during that same period. 


The GAO study was based on volun- 


teers, through February and covers 
little of the period since the draft ended 
for all practical purposes in January.

Resources has unveiled the proposed 
priority rating system which, if adopt- 
ed, would determine how municipali- 
ties line up for federal and state pollu- 
tion clean-up funds. 


The new system will be the subject of 


public hearings May 30 in Eau Claire, 
May 31 in Green Bay and June 1 in 
Madison. Appleton officials received 
copies of the proposed system Tuesday. 


Public Works Director Robert Miller 


has stated several times recently that 
he expects Appleton to benefit from 
such a priority system, which will rate 
both municipal sewage treatment 
plants and river basins according to the 
urgency of clean efforts. 


The DNR also released a draft of a 


brief statement of the expected en- 
vironmental impact of the new rules. 
"It is the intent of the revisions that the 
most serious pollution problems shall 
receive first consideration" for state 
and federal assistance, the department 
said. 


Municipal sewage treatment and 


collection systems will be rated ac- 
cording to the seriousness of pollution 
law violations, with health hazards 
considered more serious than violation 
of water quality standards or need to 
control waste nutrients. Population 
served by each treatment system also 
will help determine its priority rating 
for improvement funds. 


Some streams will be divided into 


segments and also given priority rat- 
ings, which will be considered along 
with the ratings of individual projects 
in deciding which municipalities 
receive first choice for grants. 


Some stream segments will be 


labeled "water quality controlled," 
while others will be under an "effluent 
limited" designation. 


Those segments where quality of the 


river water is to be weighed in doling 
out abatement funds will be rated in 
comparison with each other, with 
highest priority going to the segment 
receiving the heaviest dose of oxygen- 
depleting waste from municipal sewage 
in proportion to average stream flow. 


Stream segments where waste 


effluent rather than river water quality 
is the factor rating for cleanup funds 
than water quality controlled streams. 


What the system means for Appleton 


is that if the segment of the Fox River 
on which the city treatment plant is lo- 
cated is, first, chosen as a quality con- 
trolled segment, and then is found to 
have a high waste load, the city's 
chances for aid would be increased.

The "I" would mean the plant was 
providing primary treatment and need- 
ed upgrading. 


The third number comes from mul- 


tiplying a population score by a health 
hazard or pollution violation factor. A 
city producing a health hazard would 
receive a 5, one violating pollution laws 
or discharging excessive nutrients to a 
stream 4, one violating no water quality 
standards 3. Cities of more than 128,000 
population rate 10, under 500 receive 1. 


Appleton would presumably rate 4 


for water quality violation or nutrient 
control requirements and 8 for falling in 
the third population class, between 
32,000 and 64,000, producing a score of 
32. The city would rate a II for having a 
secondary treatment plant needing 
upgrading.

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Mayor seeking advice 
on new police station 


Mayor James Sutherland is turning 


to experts and citizens for advice in 
planning a new police station, to deter- 
mine what must go into the new facility 
and to reduce its cost. 


The mayor revealed to the Board of

asked for advice from an architect in- 
volved in federal law enforcement 
programs and will appoint Circuit 
Judge Gordon Myse to head a citizens' 
advisory panel for the project. 


Sutherland told University of Illinois 


architect Bruce H. Johnson, "we are in 
somewhat of a state of shock concern- 
ing the preliminary estimate of the cost 
of the facility." 


The project 
architects, Schutte- 


Mochon, Inc., recently gave a $2.8 
million preliminary estimate ot the 
total cost, touching off an uproar of 
criticism in the public works board. 


Johnson is law enforcement project 


director for the National Clearinghouse 
for Criminal Justice, which is tied to the 
federal Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration. He has previously 
provided advice without charge to the 
city. • 


Sutherland asked Johnson to provide 


a list of steps that should be taken to 
determine future police facility needs of 
the city. 


Sutherland said while the $2.8 million 


estimate "is very preliminary," it is 
necessary "to do everything we can" to 
reduce the cost. That, he continued, 


requires making sure "that the new 
facility contains nothing more than 
that which it should contain." 


The public works board and council, 


after receiving the preliminary cost 
estimate last month, ordered the 
program of space allocations for the 
new facility to be presented to them 
before going to the architect. The 
program allocates amounts of space for 
each division and function of the police 
department. 


While there is some apparent sen- 


timent among aldermen for setting a 
cost ceiling on the project before the 
list 
of facilities is 
determined, 


Sutherland's approach is to let the cost 
be set by needs as determined by ci- 
tizens and by local officials involved in 
the planning process. 


Sutherland said Myse has already 


agreed to accept the chairmanship, and 
the mayor will appoint other members 
soon.

panel. He said it will include citizens 
with backgrounds in various technical 
fields who can help in the planning 
process.

Goal is to save Shawano Lake 


Education to age 18 
administrators' goal

OSHKOSH — The state's public 


schools should be given the respon- 
sibility and the money to handle the 
educational needs of all youngsters up 
to age 18, leaders of the Wisconsin 
Association of School District Ad- 
ministrators said today in informal 
discussion with reporters. _ 


They said they would propose to the 


membership that other than traditional 
educational methods be incorporated 
into the public schools, and that public 
secondary schools work ciosely with 
vocational-technical schools in meet- 
ing the need. 


The leaders talked with reporters 


during the second day of the sixth 
annual association convention. Many 
of their ideas and proposals will be 
presented to the association mem- 
bership today and Thursday for con- 
sideration. 


The proposals are the results of a 


year or more of study by several com- 
mittees of the organization which is 
made up of the top administrators in 
the state's secondary school system. 


Among the recommendations will be 


that the mandatory school attendance 
age be raised to 18 across the state and 
that the association hire a fulltime 
lobbyist to keep track of and develop 
legislation affecting public education in 
Wisconsin. 


Joseph Pellegrin, Oshkosh superin- 


tendent, and Gaylord Unbehaun, 
Brillion superintendent, headed a com- 


mittee which is recommending the 
uniform 18 age limit. Under present 
state law, youngsters must attend 
school until 18, if the district vocational 
school is located in their secondary 
school district, but only until age 16 if it 
isn't. 


Unbehaun, committee chairman, 


said the question raised was who would 
be accountable for the youngsters 
between ages 16 and 18. The committee 
is proposing the public secondary 
school accept that responsibility. 


The association should tell the 


legislature the schools are willing *o 
accept the responsibility, but will need 
more money to meet it, he added. 


Pellegrin said the committee believed 


the students should be assured of 
"some kind of constructive learning 
situation" to age 18, not necessarily the 
traditional school being the answer for 
all 
youngsters. 
The 
secondary 


school would have the responsibility, 
but it could use many types of 
programs, such as alternative educa- 
tion schools, vocational schools and 
work-study, to meet all needs. 


Association leaders commented they 


weren't trying to foist the so-called 
"drop-outs" unto the vocational 
schools, as some vocational school 
leaders have feared, but were hoping 
for cooperation in handling youngsters. 


Pellegrin said the Fox Valley voca- 


tional-secondary school cooperation 
was excellent, but in some other parts

by salesmen 


Outagamie County Dist. Atty. John 


Ensley issued a statement Tuesday, 
warning area residents to be on the 
lookout for businessmen and salesmen 
operating with questionable practices. 


"It has come to the attention of this 


office that a number of concerns and 
individuals of questionable character 
are operating in the area in offering 
financial assistance to people in need of 
loans to maintain their farms, business 
places or homes," he said. 


"The nature of the financial assis- 


tance turns out to be a solicitation of 
exorbitant finders fees on the promise 
to secure a loan of substantial propor- 
tion for the person in need of financial 
assistance," he continued. "The finders 
fee is pocketed by the individual or 
concern and in most instances the per- 
son seeking the loan finds that there is 
no available lender." ., . 


Ensley also issued a warning for 


people to beware of fraudulent 
magazine salesmen. "Some of them are 
legitimate but a substantial number of 
them are not," he said. 


"If any magazine salesman or any 


other door-to-door salesman asks the 
person to whom he is making the sale 
to give him a check payable to the 
salesman or payable to the bearer or to 
cash, the person receiving said request 
should be alerted to the fact that he or 
she is a probable victim of a fraudulent 
scheme. There is no reason why any 
legitimate salesman should ask for a 
check payable to himself rather than to 
the company that is supplying the 
magazines." 


The safer procedure for persons 


asked to make payment to door-to- 
door salesmen would be to inform the 
salesman that you are placing a call to 
the district attorney's office before 
issuing any checks, Ensley pointed out. 


"Also, where the salesman or con- 


tractor demands are substantially more 
or in excess of the agreed price, this 
should also be reported to the district 
attorney," he said. "A safe rule for all 
concerned if they suspect that they are 
being victimized is to seek assistance 
before making any payment in cash or 
by check."

wardens under the regular Wisconsin 
retirement fund. 


—Provide law enforcement person- 


nel with sophisticated organization 
management training so as to utilize 
the total department organization in 
'enforcement actions. An attempt, said 
Mackie, to improve coordination of 
department personnel. 


—To accelerate the assignment of 


recruit wardens to field stations. There 
presently are six recruit wardens in 
Wisconsin. 


—Director of the bureau of law en-

office with timely reports identifying 
communications and training needs 
and improved procedures for carrying 
out a comprehensive law enforcement 
program. 


—Bureau director will develop

Even a consumer advocate ack- 


nowledged the no-fault debate has un- 
covered some shortcomings in the 
legislation which need resolving before 
Wisconsin adopts the program. 


The bills were the subject of a hearing 


before the Sente's lawyer-dommted, 
Republicancontrolled Judiciary and In- 
surance Committee. 


A proposal backed by Democratic 


Gov. Patrick J. Lucey and another by 
two 
Milwaukee 
Democrats, 
As- 


semblymen Dennis Conta and Paul 
Sicula, shared the spotlight. 


After long questioning of witnesses 


by Republican committee members. 
Arthur Gordon of the Wisconsin Con- 
sumers League said he was having 
second thoughts about the no-fault 


"The task force bill," the insurance 


executive testified, "provides reasona- 
ble benefits and eliminates court litigat- 
ion for minor injury accidents while the 
bill introduced by the State Bar would 
increase litigations." 


Democratic Sen. William Babhtch of 


Stevens Point challenged Sicula's bill, 


"I do not think enough people un- 


derstand actually what nofault in- 
volves," Gordon testified. "It is not as 
simple as everybody thinks." 


No-fault insurance is designed to 


assure prompt payment of benefits, 
including hospitalization and loss of 
pay, regardless of who may sub- 
sequently be found at fault in an ac- 
cident. 


A number of the plans before the 


legislature would set limits on the con- 
sumer's eligibility to sue for pain and 
damages. 


Gordon said retired persons would 


pay premium rates like everyone else, 
but would not receive loss-of-pay 
benefits under the 1 1 proposals because 
they have no salary to lose. 


He said no-fault hospitalization 


payments would duplicate those of the 
medical insurance many persons now 
have. The consumer would pay 
premiums on both policies. Gordon said, 
but only one policy woould have to pay 
hospital bills. 


"We are piling insurance on top of 


insurance at the expense of the con- 
sumer," Gordon told the committee. 


Another Consumer League spokes- 


man, Kenneth Clark of West Allis, said 
the league supports a bill drawn up by a 
ISmember task force appointed by 
Lucey. 


RJ. Wendorff of Employers In- 


surance of Wausau said his company 
also backs the Lucey proposal. 


Wendorff said he has received es- 


timates that the bill could reduce the 
cost of auto insurance premiums up to 


, 12 per cent. 


Under questioning, Wendorff said 


. some policy holders might hesitate to 
file claims with their own insurance 
companies, as the no-fault plans 
propose, because they fear the com- 
panies would react by increasing the 
filers' premiums. 


There was considerable debate over 


whether motorists are justified in an- 
ticipating increased or reduced propor- 
tionately. 


The committee chairman, Republican 


Sen. Gerald Lorge of Bear Creek, asked 
aloud whether the legislature should 
sponsor hearings statewide to make 
certain consumers understand the de- 
tails of no-fault. 


The Lucey task force proposes an 


insured policy holder not be allowed to 
sue for damages unless hospital and 
medical costs exceed $1,000. 


Sicula opposed this limit, or 


threshold. 


His proposal would allow lawyers to 


file recovery actions in most cases. 


"Most of the threshold bills that have 


been introduced do not lower rates," 
Sicula said. "In fact, they will actually 
raise them." 


"Don't you think the threshold is 


going to encourage people to build up 
medical bills, and this will make the cost 
of insurance go up, not down?" Lorge 
added. 


Rep. Harout Sanasanan, D-Mil- 


waukee, called the SiculaConta 
approach "the biggest phony of them 
all." 


"It's a State Bar Association bill. It is 


a Blue Cross-Blue Shield bill and a lot of 
other things thrown in," Sanasanan 
said. 


"There's no doubt in my mind that 


under this bill, the premiums will 
skyrocket to no end," he said. 


Lorge questioned the opinion of some 


no-fault backers that a limit on lawsuits 
would cut the cost of court actions and 
lawyers' fees. 


He said studies show lawyers are used 


in a small percentage of insurance cases. 


Indeed, insurance spokesmen have 


often said property damage to poorly 
designed vehicles is the chief factor in 
insurance costs that force premiums 
rates to increase. 


"It is my feeling the insurance com- 


panies are using attorneys as whipping 
boys to pass these bills," Lorge said. 


"I want to know if the insurance 


companies will be making profits on 
these things," the lawyer legislator 
added. 


Rep. Edward Nager, D-Madison, a 


supporter of the task force bill, called 
arguments about premium costs a 
"smokescreen." 


He said they are used by opponents to 


obscure the real issues. He said no-fault 
was never meant to reduce insurance 
rates. 


The real purpose of no-fault, Nager 


said, is to speed up reimbursement to 
accident victims and to increase the 
amount of policy costs that are returned 
to benefit the insurance consumer. 


Wendorff said Wisconsin has a good, 


liberal tort system, but that it is "a false 
system because there are many persons 
who collect nothing." 
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saying the legal profession's proposal 
would require a five-day waiting period 
before a victim could begin collecting 
lost wages. 


The governor's bill also calls for up to 


$2,500 for rehabilitation of an injured 
victim while the lawyers' bill provides 
nothing for rehabilitation, Bablitch said.

Ziegler's apology; it's entirely welcome.

-a free press ought to encourage all of the 
press to continue to play the watchdog 
role that our founding fathers probably 
had in mind for us," said Rosenfeld, the 
paper's metropolitan editor.

Trooper slain, suspect 
wanted in earlier killing 


EAST BRUNSWICK, N.J. (AP) — A 


woman identified as a member of the 
Black Liberation Army wanted in con- 
nection with the killing last year of two 
New York City patrolmen was wounded 
today in a shooting incident that left a 
state trooper and another man dead, 
police said. 


Police said the shootings apparently 


occurred in the early morning hours on 
the New Jersey Turnpike after a car was 
stopped for a minor traffic violation. 


The body of Trooper Werner Foer- 


ster, 35, of Old Bridge, N.J., was found a 
few hundred yards south of the Turn- 
pike Administration building here, 
police said. He was pronounced dead of 
multiple gunshot wounds at Middlesex 
General Hospital. 


Police said the car contained two men 


and a woman. One of the men — not 
immediately identified — was found 
fatally shot and the woman wounded 
when the car was located several miles 
away from where Foerster's body was 
ciscovered, police said. 


The man traveling with the pair es- 


caped. 


The women was identified as Joanne 


Deborah Chesimard, 25. She was taken 
to Middlesex General Hospital, where 
she was in serious condition with 
gunshot wounds over her upper body, 
police said. 


She was recently named by former 


New York City Police Commissioner 
Patrick Murphy as one of six persons 
being sought for questioning in a series 
of attacks on policemen believed to 
have been carried out by members of the 
black militant organization. 


The two policemen who were killed 


were Gregory Foster and Rocco Laurie, 
shot on New York's Lower East Side in 
January 1972. 


A State Police spokesman gave this 


account: 


Trooper John Harper, 29, Freehold, 


N.J., radioed that he had stopped a 
southbound car with Vermont license 
plates for a traffic offense. Two men and 
a woman were in the vehicle. 


Foerster answered Harper's.routine 


request for a back-up car. 


Before Foerster arrived, Harper 


approached the car and was shot in the 
shoulder. He walked to the administrat- 
ion building and was driven to a nearby 
hospital. 


Later, other officers found Foerster's 


body. 


The car was found five miles to the 


south. The woman and one of the men 
were still in it and both had been shot. 
The man was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 


The spokesman said the other man 


was not located immediately and local 
and state police began a search for him 
in the Middlesex County farm country. 


Foerster, who joined the State Police 


in July 1970, is survived by this widow, 
Rosa, and one son, Eric, 3.

, WASHINGTON (AP) — An Illinois 
man rousted from bed by narcotics 
agents raiding the wrong house says 
suspension of the agents is like giving 
them a vacation because "they're still 
being paid." 


"They've got to put a stop to this and 


not let it happen to other people," said 
Herbert Giglotto of Collinsville. 111., 
after he was told of the suspension on 
Tuesday of four federal narcotics 
agents. 


The agents, -iided by 11 others from 


local police, last week mistakenly raided 
the Giglotto home and that of Mr. and 
Mrs. Donald Askew. Giglotto and his 
wife said they were subjected to 
physical and verbal abuse and had 
property damaged. 


The Askews have filed a $100,000 


damage suit. 


Suspension of the federal agents was 


announced by Myles J. Ambrose, the 
nation's chief drug law enforcer, who 
said he also was seeking a grand jury 
investigation. The four agents were not 
named. 


"I have said before that people who 


use their badge to violate other people's 
constitutional rights are worse than 


criminals," said Ambrose. "I have ab- 
solutely no intention of whitewashing 
or absolving them." 


The agents, he said, were suspended 


with pay. 


The raids were carried out without 


the approval of the courts or the 
superior officers of the various agents. 


Ambrose said he had asked that the 11 


local agents, attached to the Dale 
Regional Office in St. Louis, be removed 
from further participation in the federal 
narcotics program. 


Giglotto said his wife, who was 


wearing a negligee, was insulted and he 
was roughed up and threatened. He said 
his furniture was overturned, his books 
were strewn about and his television set 
smashed.

Ambrose termed the incident

Confused? So was the common 


council.

That was not done, however, because 
city ordinance requires that the regular 
council meeting start at 7:30 p.m. 


When the council met, however, City 


Atty. Richard Steffens told aldermen 
they had a "serious problem." They had 
not agreed the night before, when they 
met as a fiscal control body with Town 
of Menasha Chairman George Stroh- 
meyer, on a figure for the proposed 
school project. They were split between 
the school board's recommendation of 
$692,000 and the lower $575,000, which 
the board came up with after the old 


fiscal control body said it wouldn't go 
for the $692,000. 


Trouble. So aldermen suspended the 


rules Tuesday and called a special ses- 
sion of the fiscal control body. Stroh- 
meyer had already been invited.' 


It takes a two-thirds vote of the fiscal 


body to approve bonding. The board 
had to agree on a figure before a bond- 
ing resolution was introduced on the 
council floor, because if that figure was 
later turned back by the fiscal body 
after the required 30-day waiting

Steffens said two things could be 


done: either go back into session as a 
fiscal control body Tuesday and agree 
on a figure or introduce more than one 
initial bonding resolution and approve 
one of them at the fiscal control body 
session called after 30 days to give final 
approval to the bonding. 


The council ended up doing both. 


Trouble is. the fiscal body vote approv- 
ing the $692.000 figure was the bare 
-najority needed: seven aldermen* and 
the town chairman. If one of these

VanLieshout did last night, the

prime industrial killers

; Your job may make you sick with 
anything from a skin rash to lung 
cancer. 


While some labor unions show 


increasing concern over this age-old 
problem, the Nixon administration is 
trimming the staff size of the tiny 
agency assigned to solve it. 
', The workplace is full of industrial 
poisons. Consider 
• —Dust from cotton, coal, silica or 
Jpther substances can clog or scar your 
Jungs. Asbestos does that and studies 
show that workers who breathe asbes- 
tos fibers have higher rates of lung 
fcancer. 
• —Fumes from benzene, a common

solvent and chemical compound, can 
send you into convulsions. Printing 
pressmen, who breathe fumes from 
benzene ink solvent, suffer an excessive 
rate of leukemia. 


—Certain dye ingredients and some 


emissions from steel industry coke 
ovens are proven causes of cancer. 


So far the government has counted 


13,340 industrial poisons, and the list is 
growing as efforts to improve safety and 
health conditions in the workplace 
increase. 


Since the era of sweatshops ended 


early in this century, little prolonged 
attention was paid to job health. Unions 
concentrated mainly on raising wages. 
Polio, cancer and heart researchers 
were more in the limelight than public- 
health officials. Safety officials, the 
public and government worried more 
about auto accidents. 


But, by one rough government es- 


timate, 100,000 workers die before their 
time each year because of occupational 
illnesses. That's nearly double the 
yearly highway slaughter for all per- 
sons. 


Lately a new attitude seems to be 


emerging toward job health. Therubber 
workers union has written a safety- 
and health clause into its latest con- 
tracts. A printers union is pressuring 
newspapers to protect workers from 
noise, dust and fumes around presses. 


The AFL-CIO, Chemical and Atomic 


Workers Union is striking nine 
refineries and chemical plants of Shell 
Oil Co., which refuses to accept a 
safety-and-health clause already 
adopted by most other big oil com- 
panies. * 
The Labor Department's 550 job- 


safety inspectors devote their primary 
attentions to cutting accidents in such, 
high-risk industries as logging and 
longshoring. But they also give some 
attention to sniffing out five well- 
known industrial poisons:-asbestos, 


lead, silica, cotton dust and carbon 
monoxide. 


Meanwhile, the Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare is 
spending less for research into job 
health than it spends for dental or eye 
research. And it plans to cut back 
sharply on training new industrial 
health specialists, despite an admitted 
national shortage of them. 


The explosion of technology in this 


century has brought its own poisons, 
some of them especially dangerous 
because their toxic properties aren't 
found until workers have been 
sickened. 


The space-age metal beryllium, for 


example, was thought to be non-toxic as 
recently as 30 years ago. Now it's known 
that inhaling beryllium dust can cause 
disabling lung disease. 


Researchers are turning up unex- 


pected new problems in some old and 
widespread job hazards. 


Noise, long known as a threat to 


hearing, is now thought by some 


researchers to cause heart strain, con- 
traction of blood vessels, headaches, 
nervousness and sleeplessness. There is 
new evidence that carbon monoxide, 
deadly in high doses, can cause brain 
and heart damage after long exposure to 
lower doses. 


Federal studies now are trying to find 


why dentists seem to commit suicide 
more often than other people, why 
hairdressers seem to have more lung 
and bladder cancer and why surgical 
nurses seem to have more miscarriages. 


This research is carried out by the 


two-year-old National Institute for Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health, NIOSH, 
which was set up within HEW by the 
job-safety act. 


NIOSH occupies a low priority in me

"Addition 
Raises taxes?

Q: A growing family means I have to 


provide more living space. If I have an 
addition put on, instead of moving to a 
larger house, will this raise my present 
taxes? If so, about how much?—Bay 
Village, Ohio. 


A: Very probably your assessment 


will go up. How much will depend on 
the^amount the addition will cost, and 
figured according to the rates in effect. 
Your tax assessor's office wiH give you 
the .bad news. However, there are 
marry, many more improvement 
projects which won't raise your taxes a 
nickel. In general, if you increase living 
or other roofed space, you'll be 
taxed,- but improvements of present 
space or modest outdoor construction 
won't be changed. Most town clerks 
can give you a list of taxable and non- 
taxable projects. 


Q: ,We live in an older house. Under 


one living room window there is a dark 
stain, as if the window leaked. But I 
have'carefully examined it. Both the 
window and the storm are tight fitting. 
Also 'there is no gap between the wall- 
paper and the window frame. What 
could this be?—Chicago. 


A: My vote is to examine the outside 


of the frame, where it fits into the 
siding. Chances are that the caulking is 
cracked and dried out, which will let 
water seep in. From there it's natural to 
work down inside. Replacing the 
caulking should stop the problem. 


Q: I am planning to build a combina- 


tion barbecue and small patio, doing 
the concrete work myself. While I like 
the convenience of ready-mix, it seems 
quifefa bit more expensive than if I get 
the'gement and sand separately and 
mix1 them myself, using a small rented 
mixer. Is readymix worth 
the 


difference? 
A:i say definitely yes, for small to 


medium jobs. If you use a mixer for 
botl£ types, then the difference is 
mairrfy in convenience. If you don't use 
a mixer, the ready-mix will save you a 
great deal of heavy work. 


Q: Is there any inexpensive, simple 


way I can firm up the handle of my 
wife's deep-fry pan? It is getting so 
shaky I feel it's risky to handle. Of 
.course, I could break down and buy 
another, or take this to a machine shop. 
Bui I'd like to fix it myself, if 
possible.—Worcester. 


A: I'm assuming it's the handle rivets 


loosening. If so, the hardest part of the 
job "IS getting'that part of the pan ab- 
solutely free of any trace of grease. The 
actual firming is easy. Work plastic 
steeP.all around the rivets. When it 
hardens, they'll be rock firm. You can 
file the repair smooth after it hardens.

Home town 
spurs series 


ByJAYSHARBUTT

NEW YORK (AP) -As Earl Hamner 


Jr. recalls it. his home town of Schuyler, 
Va.. once was described in a federal 
writers' guidebook as "a tiny hamlet 
that rises to mild hilarity on Saturday 
nights." 


His warm memories of growing up 


there since have become a Thursday 
night staple called "The Waltons," a 
Depression-era family series that this 
year is enjoying boom times on CBS 
television. 


Hamner, who created the series from 


"The 
Homecoming," 
a 
semiaut- 


obiographical novella he wrote 10 years 
ago, is having another homecoming 
involving Schuyler next May 12. 


He's going back to the tiny western 


Virginia town for "Nelson County Day" 
on the understanding that the well- 
wishers in the county won't make him 
get up and orate about his past, present 
or future. 


"I'm afraid I'm not a very good public 


speaker," says Hamner, whose Virginia 
accent has survivied his gradual 
migration to Hollywood, fame and a 
certain amount of fortune as a writer of 
novels and scripts. 


He still says "hoose" for house and 


"aboot" for about. He wears horn- 
rimmed glasses, favors tweed coats and 
resembles an English professor whose 
minor was soft speech. 


The oldest of eight children, he al- 


ways wanted to write. 


"From the start, I kept those journals 


just as John-Boy does in the show," he 
said. "And when I was six, I had a poem 
published in the children's page of the 
Richmond Times Dispatch." 


He laughed. "It was about a puppy, 


and I didn't have a puppy at the time I 
wrote it. My dad looked at me a bit 
strangely later." 


Hamner, now 49, might be known 


today as the Rev. Mr. Hamner, had it not 
been for a minor transgression at the 
University of Richmond, where until 
1943 he was a divinity student on a 


TV Scout 


scholarship. 


"My family was poor, but Dad was 


bent on me going to college." he said. "A 
doctor we know got in touch with the 
trustees at the University of Richmond 
about a scholarship. The only thing they 
had open was a ministerial scholarship. 
But we took it." 
' 


Hamner preferred not to discuss what 


aborted his future as a man of the cloth. 
But it was sufficient to get him drafted 
and shipped off to war just after the 
Normandy invasion in mid-1944. 


"My speciality was defusing land 


mines," he grinned. "The life expec- 
tancy of a man who defuses land mines 
was then about three minutes. But I- 
kept fol'owing behind the lines, and I 
never even got shot at." 


The Army took him out of the defus- 


ing business and put him in Paris, where 
he stayed until 1946. Then he came 
home, worked at radio stations and 
studied at the University of Cincinnati 
on the GI bill. After graduation, he 
began writing full-time and never 
stopped. 


"The Waltons," on which he serves as 


executive story consultant, recently 
won a Peabody Award and has been 
renewed by CBS for a second season. 


It represents the apex of a long, hard 


career for Hamner, who is happily 
married, has two healthy teen-agers and 
two California homes—one in Studio 
City, the other near the ocean at Laguna 
Beach. 


Doesn't this good life occasionally 


startle the 
once-impoverished ex-

Agnew assigned expanded White House role 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Seeking to 


put his White House in order. President 
Nixon has assigned Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew an expanded role in the for- 
mulation of domestic policy, it was 
learned today. 


At an hour-long meeting Tuesday, 


Nixon assigned Agnew to a new posit- 
ion as vice chairman of the Domestic 
Council at the White House. 


Although this will involve the vice 


president more deeply in policy 
deliberations on the domestic front, 
sources said he was in no way taking on 
the functions of John D. Ehrlichman, 
domestic policy assistant who resigned 
Monday. 


Part of Agnew's new duties, it was 


said, would involve liaison work with 


governors and local officials, putting 
him back m a field from which he was 
removed in Nixon's second-term reor- 
ganization. 


Agnew's new role came to light as 


former Secretary of the Treasury John 
B. Connally, a potential rival for the 1976 
GOP presidential nomination, arranged 
to hold a news conference in Houston to 
announce his switch from the 
Democratic to Republican party. 


A restructuring of the White House 


staff, made necessary by the resignat- 
ions of Ehrlichman and chief of staff 
H.R. Haldeman, was the subject of 
presidential discussions Tuesday with 
Agnew and at a 30-minute Cabinet 
meeting. 


"It's a meeting that has to be seen as 


important," a White House source said. 
"We can assume that the subject dealt 
with the future more than such things as 
Watergate." 


A participant in the Cabinet meeting 


said Kenneth R. Cole, executive director 
of the Domestic Council, will take over 
some of the duties handled by Ehrlich- 
man and eventually may replace him. 


It was also reported that Stephen B. 


Bull, assistant to the President, has 
taken on added duties in short-term 
scheduling and paper flow. It is not 
considered likely that he will replace 
Haldeman—but rather that the chief of 
staffs duties may be taken over in pan 
by the Office of Management and Bud* 
get. 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman were seen 


leaving the White House Tuesday 
carrying starks of documents, even as 
the FBI mounted a 'round-the-clock 
guard in offices containing Watergate- 
related files. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


the guard was posted "to physically 
protect the flies to make sure that access 
and removal of any files were super- 
vised in accordance with very strict 
procedure." He said FBI agents checked 
everything removed by the two 
resigned aides. 


White House sources said that before 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman resigned, 
they inspected government files, 
seeking 
documentation 
for 
their 


claims of innocence. The search ap- 
parently resulted from news accounts 


that fired presidential Counsel Jonn W. 
Dean III was prepared lo give inves- 
tigators documents relating to an 
alleged White House coverup of Wat- 
ergate. 


Meanwhile, The New York Times 


today quoted sources as saying six 
former high-level figures are expected 
to be indicted in connection with the 
alleged coverup. 


The'Times identified the six as Hal- 


deman, Ehrlichman, Dean, former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell, deputy Nixon 
campaign director Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, and Frederick C. LaRue, a 
special assistant to Mitchell when the 
latter was Nixon's campaign chief. 


It was disclosed in Los Angeles that 


Ehrlichman learned last year that Wat- 


ergate conspirators E. Howard Hur 
and G. Gordon Liddy broke into th 
office of Pentagon papers defendar 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 


Ehrlichman was interviewed by th 


FBI in his office last Friday. He sai 
Liddy and Hunt were assigned t 
investigate leaks of the Pentago 
papers and went to the West Coast t 
prepare a "psychiatric profile" relatin 
to Ellsberg.

Gunmen hold pupils captive 


PEORIA, 111. (AP) —"We didn't know 


if we were going to see the light of day 
again. Those were a mean bunch of 
devils!" 
That was how Paul McAvoy, 85, cus- 


todian at St. Cecilia Elementary school, 
said it felt being held captive with 44 
pupils and three other adults for almost 
two hours Tuesday by three gunmen in 
the school basement 
tr 


One, of the. gunmen was killed by 


police. The other two were captured and 
are being held without bond in the 
county jail. The two have not been 
charged. 


The three men burst into the school 


while fleeing from police investigating 
an armed robbery. 


Ne'arly two hours after the ordeal 


began, Melvin Burch, 25, of Peoria, who 
was trying to use fifth grader John Ardis 
as a shield, was shot to death by police 
outside the school. 


Eleven-year-old Ardis, the son of a 


Peoria alderman, said later that he 
volunteered to be the hostage. 


"The guy asked somebody to go out 


with him," he said. "Nobody else did so 
I thought I'd better go or he might get 
mad. 


"He took me out with a gun at my 


head," he said. "I heard a shot, saw him 
fall and just ran." 


Capt Sal Pisano, of the Peoria police, 


said as the two emerged from the school 
the boy broke away and Burch shot 
several times at police. Other reports 
indicated that Burch fired into the air. 


Burch was shot to death as more than 


5,000 persons looked on, Pisano said. 


McAvoy said he was "just getting 


ready to sweep up" when three armed 
men led the school children and their 
teacher, Sister Anpe Delores, to the 
basement cafeteria.

"I had just told my fifth graders to 


start doing their homework," said the 
nun. She was teaching an arithmetic 
class in a one-story frame building near 
the main school. 


"The place was as quiet as could be 


and all of a sudden the door flew open 
and a man with two guns came in and 
said, 'Get against the wall!'" she 
reported. 


The nun said he told them, "I have 


enough explosives here to blow up four 
blocks." Two other men carrying guns 
and sacks filed in after him, she said. 


The 24 pupils of the class left their 


books on their desks and with their 
teacher joined 20 other children who 
came in from the playground and filed 
into the school basement where they 
joined another teacher, a woman 
parishioner and McAvoy. 


"We all knelt down and started to 


pray," said Sister Anne Delores. "One of 


them—the one who was shot—told us to 
stop and to be quiet. He said, 'Don't start 
any of that cute stuff,' and he started 
shouting and shooting out the win- 
dow." 


Pisano said the first squad car sent to 


the school was fired upon and requested 
help. Between 40 and 50 city, county, 
and state police and FBI agents even- 
tually were called to the scene,, Pisano

"We didn't want no children to get 


hurt," Pisano said. "We gave in to every 
request they made." 


Those requests, he said, were to talk 


to a law officer and to get legal 
representation for the gunmen. Capt. 
Gail Owens went into the basement and 
was told to disrobe so the gunmen could 
search his clothes for hidden weapons. 


Owens failed to convince the men to 


give themselves up, and they asked for 
an attorney. 


"The guy that got shot did most of the 


shooting," McAvoy said. "He'd fire out 
the window and then empty his gun into 
the ceiling." 


After Burch was shot down but before 


the lawyer requested by the gunman 
arrived, a man who Pisano identified as 
Burch's brother, John, talked to the two 
remaining gunmen, and the hostages 
were freed one by one.

Tighter controls likely 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon met today for 40 minutes with his 
top economic advisers and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew amid reports 
that some tightening of Phase 3 wage- 
price controls appears likely. 


Some administration officials hinted 


at stronger enforcement moves to halt 
galloping inflation. But Nixon advisers 
in recent days have ruled out any new 
wage-price freeze and rigid, mandatory 
controls. 
There was no indication what was 


discussed at today's session. Agnew was 
a surprise addition to the conferees. 
Others attending were Treasury Secret- 
ary George P. Shultz; Budget Director 
Roy Ash; Hebert Stein, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers; Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Arthur F. 
Burns; Dr. John T. Dunlop, director of 
the Cost of Living Council, and Kenneth 
Cole, director of the Domestic Council. 


The President called in his key 


economic advisers after being granted 
another year of wage-price control 
authority. 


Nixon also scheduled a session with 


the Labor-Management Advisory 
Committee, a panel of five labor and five 
business leaders named to advise him on 
wage-price controls. 


Although prices Have been increasing 


in recent months, at the fastest rate in 22 
years, Nixon has resisted stepping in 
with strong new wage-price controls to 
combat the new burst of inflation. 


His advisers say that the kind of 


inflation the nation is experiencing 
cannot be affected by controls. 


Much of the general price rise has 


been caused by price boosts in food, 
energy, and internationally traded 
commodities affected by the dollar 
devaluation, and short supplies of some 
goods, his advisers have said. 


"Controls are not an appropriate way 


to deal with supply shortages," said 
William Walker, general counsel for the 
Cost of Living Council. "We cannot 
repeal the law of supply and demand." 


Walker and Edgar Fielder, assistant 


secretary of the Treasury for economic 
policy, said the nation is undergoing a 
price bulge that should, for the most 
part, be over by the middle of the year. 


Fielder said the raje of rise in food 


prices should level off during the final 
three months of the year.

The 56-year-old Connally called the 


Watergate affair "a sordid mess." 


"It was a silly, stupid, illegal act 


perpetrated by individuals and not by 
the Republican party. One should not 
condemn the Republican party because 
the individuals were Republicans." 


The former Texas governor and prot- 


ege of the late President Lyndon B. 
Johnson made known his decision to 
switch parties in a statement made

"I believe that in our time, the

Trooper slain, suspect 
wanted in earlier killing

state trooper and another man dead, 
police said.

The body of Trooper Werner Foer- 


ster, 35, of Old Bridge, N.J., was found a 
few hundred yards south of the Turn- 
pike Administration building here, 
police said. He was pronounced dead of 
multiple gunshot wounds at Middlesex 
General Hospital. 


Police said the car contained two men 


and a woman. One of the men — not 
immediately identified — was found 
fatally shot and the woman wounded 
when the car was located several miles 
away from where Foerster's body was 
ciscovered, police said. 


The man traveling with the pair es- 


caped. 


The women was identified as Joanne 


Deborah Chesimard, 25. She was taken 
to Middlesex General Hospital, where 
she was in serious condition with 
gunshot wounds over her upper body, 
police said. 


She was recently named by former 


New York City Police Commissioner 
Patrick Murphy as one of six persons 
being sought for questioning in a series 
of attacks on policemen believed to 
have been carried out by members of the 
black militant organization. 


The two policemen who were killed 


were Gregory Foster and Rocco Laurie, 
shot on New York's Lower East Side in 
January 1972. 


A State Police spokesman gave this 


account: 


Trooper John Harper, 29, Freehold, 


N.J., radioed that he had stopped a 
southbound car with Vermont license 
plates for a traffic offense. Two men and 
a woman were in the vehicle. 


Foerster answered Harper's.routine 


request for a back-up car. 


Before Foerster arrived, Harper 


approached the car and was shot in the 
shoulder. He walked to the administrat- 
ion building and was driven to a nearby 
hospital. 


Later, other officers found Foerster's 


body. 


The car was found five miles to the 


south. The woman and one of the men 
were still in it and both had been shot. 
The man was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 


The spokesman said the other man 


was not located immediately and local 
and state police began a search for him 
in the Middlesex County farm country. 


Foerster, who joined the State Police 


in July 1970, is survived by this widow, 
Rosa, and one son, Eric, 3.

Waupaca okays

Brillion floodplain zoning urged with watershed

BRILLION—County 
and 
state 


representatives met in special session 
with the City Council Monday to dis- 
cuss floodplain zoning and mapping 
and the current status of the Brillion 
Watershed project 


Bruno Zucollo, soil conservationist, 


Pat Cavanaugh, state soils engineer, 
Paul Cleary, soil hydrologist, and 
Roland Tonn. county planner, were 
present for the discussion. 


Zucollo reported that the watershed 


plan is nearing completion and the Soil 
Conservation Service, sponsoring or- 


ganization, urges implementation of a 
floodplain zoning and map. 


Tonn presented copies of model or- 


dinances, explaining that the state uses 
a 100-year floodplain, meaning a one 
per cent possibility of a flood of such 
magnitude occuring in any given year. 
He noted that the ultimate in flood 
protection is the standard flood protec- 
tion limit, which is the largest flood 
possible with climatic and geological 
conditions. 


Hydrologist Paul Cleary introduced 


maps showing flood areas with and 
without 
the 
watershed 
project. 


Cavanaugh pointed out that changes in 
conditions due to installation of the 


watershed were more in depth of 
flooding than in the area. 


The floodway, or district in the 


center, was defined as being the chan- 
nel of the stream and the portion ad- 
jacent needed to carry 100 year flood- 
water. Areas designated as flood fringe 
are subject to different regulations 
under floodplain zoning. 


Larry Pagel, property owner of land 


lying directly in the floodway, charged 
that the-maps were highly inaccurate 
due to changes in grades by as much as 
nine to 10 feet. He reported that he sees 
less flooding now than 30 years ago. 
Noting that in 1942, considered the year 
of the biggest flood, lands designated as 


being in the floodplain were dry. 


Cleary maintained that map eleva- 


tions have been attained in the last 
couple years and some photographs 
used in the determinations. He es- 
timated the 1942 flood as a 25-year 
flood event. 


The effects of adoption of a flood 


plain zoning ordinance on construction 
and development were discussed. 


The determination of whether an 


area is floodway or flood fringe must be 
established between the city and the 
Department of Natural Resources. 
Regret was expressed that DNR 
representatives were not present to 
lend expertise to the legal ramifications 


of the ordinance. 


Noting general guidelines only, areas 


lying directly in the floodway would be 
subject to agriculture, nonstructural 
commercial, recreation, open-space 
and nonstructural residential uses. 
Areas designated as fringe would be 
buildable if regulations could be 
complied with such as first floor being 
two feet above regional flood level or 
waterproof structures. 


Mayor Clarence Wolf commented 


that he had been led to believe that a 
final plan for the Brillion Watershed 
Project had to include an adopted 
floodplain ordinance and map. 


Tonn admitted that it's adoption will 


not expedite watershed progress 
although it's "strongly recommended 
We're trying to get both programs go- 
ing at the same pace," he said. 


Aid. Carl Miller said he could see no

as the legal foundations are concerned, 
we followed state and federal regula- 
tions to the letter." About $5.5 million 
in state and federal aids will be received 
for the project, which means the entire 
program is closely scrutinized, Car- 
michael said.

state and federal agencies, he 
explained, and continuing professional 
guidance is supplied by engineers and 
financial consultants hired by the dis- 
trict. 


Carmichael said he has had some

You may not receive the pension 


benefits you expect and your depen- 
dent wife and children are counting on 
if: 


—You leave the company before 


your normal retirement age of 60 or 65 
or if you have a "break in service"— 
such as a layoff, transfer to another 
plant or a promotion; 


—You fail to make a written 


application for your benefits or to ap- 
peal the denial of benefits within a 
specified period of time; 


—You die before you have formally 


applied for the company's "Survivors' 
Benefit Option" in which you agree to 
have your pension benefits reduced so 
that your survivor will be eligible to get 
a certain proportion of your pension 
benefits; 


Can't work for competitor 


—You go to work for a competitor 


after you have quit or retired from the 
company providing your pension 
benefits; 


—You die before retirement age and 


your plan makes no provision to pass 
benefits on to your survivor; 


—You are convicted of a crime. 
Sometime in the next few months, as 


yesterday's column reported, you, the 
employe covered by a private pension 
plan, will be notified by your employer 
that a plain English description of your 
pension plan is available to you if you 
request it. This description is required 
under new Labor Dept. regulations. 


Also in the offing are new federal 


laws which could greatly clarify and 
simplify your pension benefits, give you 
far more assurance than you have 
today that you will actually get the 
benefits you think you will get and 
eliminate a lot of the fine print which 
prevents so many from collecting their 
benefits. 


But right now, the tragic fact is that 


many pensions go needlessly un- 
collected simply because an employe 
fails to meet some condition for being 
awarded benefits. 


You MUST NOT overlook a crucial 


detail because of ignorance or apathy! 
Here, therefore, are key questions to 
ask about your own pension which will 
help you avoid making disastrous 
errors, put together by Kate Blackwell 
and Ralph Nader, co-authors of "You 
and Your Pension" (Grossman, $1.65 
paper, $5.95 cloth). 


Eligibility questions 


Your eligibility. How many years 


must you work for your employer 
before you qualify for a pension? How 
old must you be to collect benefits? 
Could a layoff eliminate your chances 
of receiving a benefit?

Must these years be continuous 
or may they be broken by a leave or 
layoff?

Treat cervix erosion 
after pregnancy 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am three 


months pregnant and have an erosion 
of the cervix. The doctor says he cannot 
do anything about the erosion because 
I am pregnant. 


I also have a fungus infection for 


which I use suppositories. He said the 
fungus infection may occur several 
times throughout my pregnancy 
because of the erosion. 


If the erosion is going to cause 


repeated infections, should the erosion 
be corrected? Why can't it be treated 
during pregnancy? Will having the 
erosion 
be 
dangerous 
for 
the 


baby?—Mrs. A.B. 


An erosion of the cervix is about like 


a scraping wound of the skin—an an- 
noying but not a serious type of condi- 
tion. 


It is not dangerous for the baby—but 


trying to cauterize or remove the 
erosion while you are pregnant could 
be irritating to the uterus, so your 
doctor is quite right in not wanting to 
do anything about it now. It can be 
treated readily enough after the baby is 
born. As to whethe- the erosion is 
causing the outbreaks of fungus in- 
fection—well, I have my doubts. Fun- 
gus infections are common during 
pregnancy (and in women who are 
taking birth control pills). 


So just accept your doctor's advice. 


The important thing is to see that the 
baby is healthy and safely born. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have a severe 


case of colitis, and the third year of 
living with it almost drives me out of 
my mind.. 


The doctor tells me to try to adjust to 


it and live with it. I have taken every pill 
on the market, it seems. Last year I was 
in the hospital three weeks. I am on a 
bland diet 


The diet seems of greater importance 


than the medication, but. I still can't 
decide what agrees with me and what 
does not. I run to the restroom 12 and 15 
times a day.—R.R. 


When your doctor urged you to ad- 


just to it, I think what he was trying to 
say was that your emotional attitude 
has a lot to do with the trouble going on 
and on. 
I grant that colitis isn't necessarily 


"all in your head," so you make use of 
diet and medication—but many a pa- 
tient, if he can manage to turn his 
thoughts to other things and not cons- 
tantly dwell on how soon he's going to 
need the bathroom again, usually finds 
that his troubles dwindle. 


I suggest you send 25 cents and a 


long, self-addressed,stamped envelope 
for my booklet, "Colitis and Kindred 
Complaints," but I also strongly urge 
you to try to change your thinking 
patterns. Or refocus your attention. Or 
whatever you choose to call it. It's 
usually necessary to do so in such 
cases. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My son-in-law, 


26, is bothered almost daily with heart- 
burn and indigestion. He will vomit at 
times on getting up in the morning and 
sometimes at other times of the day or 
night. He does not indulge in alcohol or 


overindulge in food. 


He refuses to go to the hospital for 


tests or even to a doctor. He knows I am 
writing to you. Four and a half years 
ago when he was applying for a job, one 
company refused to hire him because of 
a rupture. I wonder if that could cause 
the above trouble.—Mrs. E.D. 


I can't see how the rupture would 


have anything to do with it—but I just 
plain don't understand why he doesn't 
go to the doctor and find out what is 
wrong. At 26, he could very well have 
an ulcer.
